Students  who  have  not  done  the  preparatory  winter  correspondence 
courses  are  advised  to  enrol  for  only  one  subject. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


ACCOMMODATION 

The  Department  of  University  Extension  is  on  the  Second  Floor  of  Simcoe  Hall, 
which  is  just  west  of  Convocation  Hall.  Inquiries  regarding  the  Summer  Session  should 
be  made  at  Room  222.  Rooms  44G  and  44K,  University  College,  which  is  immediately 
south-west  of  Soldiers  Tower  and  Clock,  are  seminar  rooms  off  the  Cloister  in  the 
West  Wing  of  that  building.  The  Psychology  lectures  are  at  69  St.  George  Street,  which 
is  to  the  West  of  University  College.  The  Economics  Building  is  at  273  Bloor  Street 
West,  just  west  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  at  Avenue  Road  and  Bloor  Street. 
Baldwin  House,  the  location  of  the  History  Department,  is  at  the  north-east  corner 
of  St.  George  Street  and- College  Street,  across  from  the  Toronto  Public  Library.  The 
Mining  Building,  in  which  the  Geology  classes  meet,  is  on  the  north  side  of  College 
Street  between  St.  George  Street  and  University  Avenue.

Hart  House  for  men  students.  Two  Dollar  fee  entitles  students  to  the  use  of  the 
Great  Hall,  common  rooms  and  the  library  in  Hart  House. 

RESIDENCE  ACCOMMODATION 

Women  may  have  rooms,  but  not  board,  at  Whitney  Hall  (University  College), 
St.  Hilda’s  College  (Trinity  College),  and  Annesley  Hall  (Victoria  College)  for  four 
dollars  per  week,  per  person.  Reservations  should  be  made  by  writing  to  the  Dean 
of  Women  of  the  residence  selected. 

There  is  a possibility  that  men  may  be  accommodated  at  University  College  resi- 
dences at  four  dollars  per  week  for  room  without  board.  If  anyone  desires  a 
reservation,  he  should  write  the  Director  of  University  Extension  in  May  and  he  will 
be  notified  not  later  than  June  15tli  regarding  allocations. 

LIBRARY  FACILITIES 

Summer  Session  students  may  borrow  books  from  the  University  Library  and  may 
use  the  reading  rooms  in  the  University  Library,  as  well  as  the  Reference  Library  on 
College  Street.

Applications  for  the  Summer  Session  are  acceptable  from  the  1st  of  May  and  must 
be  in  not  later  than  June  15th.  Tuition,  Examination  and  Teachers  Course  Association 
fees  should  accompany  each  application  form.  Admit-to-lecture  cards  will  be  sent  to 
each  student  whose  application  is  approved  and  no  one  should  begin  a course  or  attend 
lectures  without  such  a card. 

REGULAR  AND  OCCASIONAL  STUDENTS 

Applicants  who  are  not  already  registered  in  the  Pass  Course  for  Teachers  should 
send  in,  filled  out  in  duplicate,  the  Registration  Form  (which  is  obtainable  from  the 
Extension  Department)  and  all  their  Middle  School  and  Upper  School  Departmental 
Certificates,  as  well  as  a certificate  of  successful  vaccination.  Anyone  who  has  not 
the  entrance  requirements  is  regarded  as  an  “Occasional  Student”  not  proceeding  to  the 
B.A.  degree  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  Students  may  take  subjects  at  the  Summer 
Session  for  credit  at  other  universities  but  it  is  entirely  the  responsibility  of  such 
students  to  arrange  with  those  universities  for  the  desired  credit. 

EXAMINATIONS 

The  August  Examinations  in  Pass  Arts  subjects  will  begin  about  the  17th  and 
continue  for  approximately  a week.  Application  for  these  examinations  should  be 
made  at  time  of  application  for  Summer  Session  and  will  not  be  acceptable  after 
July  15th.  Notification  of  cancellation  of  application  should  be  made  not  later  than 
the  same  date  and  in  such  cases  the  examination  fees  will  be  carried  forward  as  a 
credit  or  refunded.  (The  fee  for  rewriting  a subject,  called  a Supplementary  Examina- 
tion, is  Five  Dollars.)  The  August  examinations  must  be  written  at  the  University 
of  Toronto.  There  is  no  provision  for  establishing  centres  in  other  places. 

The  Staff  of  the  Extension  Department  will  be  pleased  to  be  of  service  to  Summer 
Session  students  between  the  hours  of  9 a.m.  and  4.30  p.m.,  and  on  Saturdays  from 
9 a.m.  to  12  p.m.  Students  are  advised  to  form  a “Teachers  Course  Association"  for 
the  promotion  and  arrangement  of  social  and  recreational  activities  in  July  aiid  August.
